Even the Wilson Administration Scems 
to Believe His Day is Done. 


ASHINGTON, Oct. 24.— 
Charges that Gen. Carranza 
'is preparing to leave Mexico 
are being freely made by his 
political opponents in Mexico to- 
day. They are based upon his deci- 
‘sion to leave his capital for Quere- 
taro, and the fact that Mrs. Car- 
ranza already has crossed the border 
into the United States, accompanied 
by the wife of her husband's War 
Minister and chief supporter, Gen. 
Obregon. ‘ 
Information to this effect is reach- 
ing officials here from various re- 
liable sources. far nothing 
tangible tending to support the story 
has come through official channels. 
It is known, however, that many of- 
ficials here believe Gen. Carranza has 
committed a political blunder, at 
least, if he is not, in fact, prepar- 
ing for flight, by permitting his 
family to leave Mexico just at this 
time. The trip, they say, was cer- 
tain to be construed by his followers 
as a confession of weakness. 
WINTER TOURISTS. 
The purpose of the visit of Mrs. 
rranza and Mrs. Obregon, as ex- 
Plained at the Mexican Embassy, is 
for a tour of the United States. Word 
of the arrival at the border also of 
Mrs. Jacinto Trevino, wife of the 
military commander of Chihuahua 
state, had not been received tonighe.

Persistent reports that Carranza 
was about to leave Mexico have been 
in circulation along the border for 
some time. It is not known that 
the American military authorities 
have been able to gather any definite 
information in this regard. Many 
War Department officials have pri- 
vately expressed their conviction, 
however, that the de facto govern- 
ment, or at least Gen. Carranza’s per- 
sonal control of the political situa- 
tion, was growing steadily weaker. 
They have another report that the 
time might come soon when he would 
be forced to leave Mexico. 


NOT UNDERSTOOD. 


The main point urged by Gen. Car- 
ranza in asking for the withdrawal 
of American troops from Mexico, was 
that their presence on Mexican soil 
Was not understood by the Mexican 
people and hindered his efforts to 
establish a civil government. The 
Mexican commissioners at Atlantic 
City have presented this view to their 
American colleagues, but so far have 
not succeeded in convincing the 
Americans of the ability of their 
government to protect American bor- 
der life and property, should the 
troops be withdrawn.

ANTO DOMINGO, Oct. 24.-—In 
an engagement between Amer- 
ican troops and rebel forces 
today Gen. Ramon Batista was 
killed. Several Americans also are

The names of the American offi- 
cers killed are given as Capts. Wii- 
liam Low and Atwood. Lieut. Mor- 
rison was wounded. 

The American commander at-' 
tempted to arrest Gen. Batista, who 
ordered an attack on the American 
forces. Fighting continued for 4 
co ble time, but the rebels 
were eventually defeated. | 

The engagement took place op- 
posite Santo Domingo City and 
caused a panic in the capital. Ke- 
inforcements were sent there to aid 
American troops in maintaining or- 
der. The number of killed and 
wounded in the fight is at present 
unknown. 

A revolt occurred in the Domin- 
ican army several weeks ago, but 
American marines and bluejackets 
soon had control of the situation. 
They were reinforced with American 
troops from Port au Prince, Haiti. 
The available naval lista make no 
mention of Capt. Atwood, who is re- 
ported as having been killed. Capt. 
William W. Low was attached to the 
first brigade of marines, stationed 
recently at Port au Prince.

NEW ELEVATORS. 
In preparation for this tremendous 
traffic in corn that is expected, im- 
mense elevators are being erected at 
New Orleans to handle it. C. F. 
Stanford, superintendent of public 
grain elevators at the port of New 
Orleans is sending out a circular let- 
ter advising commercial interests of 
the capacity of the elevators already 
built to handle this product. Mr. 
Stanford writes: 
“The intent of this is to advise you 
of our facilities for handling im- 
port grain in view of the pos- 
sibility of importing Argentine corn. 
I believe you will find it greatly to 
your advantage to look into this mat- 
ter. The fact that we are equipped 
to handle import grain in bulk 
will, I believe, mean a saving of sev- 
eral cents a bushel over the present 
method of handling in sacks. At 
present we can unload from ves- 
sels in bulk 60,000 bushels per day 
(ten hours) and will add to this as 
much additional capacity as the busi- 
ness justifies.” 
These immense preparations made 
to handle the Argentine corn ship- 
ments indicate clearly that it is not 
anticipated the duty on corn will be 
revived and it also clearly indicates 
the tremendous extent of the ship- 
ments expected. With a capacity of 
60,000 bushels per day, the facilities 
for handling are unlimited. 
DEFINITE PROMISE. 
The fact that the shipments have 
begun in such large quantities be- 
fore the European war has closed is 
a definite promise of what will hap- 
pen after the war.

Asked concerning press reports that 
Gen. Carranza might abdicate his position as first chief of the 
Mexican Constitutionalists, Mrs. Carranza shook her head em- 
phatically and said she had nothing to say whatsoever on that sub- 


ject. 

“I am not at liberty to say anything on that score,” she de- 
clared. Gen. Carranza has no intention of going to Queretaro. 
He is in Mexico City and will remain there.” 

“A peaceful mission,” the matter of a trousseau, brought 
Mrs. Carranza to the United States, according to her statement. 
Her niece is to be married in Nuevo Laredo in November. She 
talked freely about conditions in her native land. 

“I have noticed that the papers in the United States tell of 
fearful conditions and unrest in Mexico City,” she said.. “They 
do not tell the truth. Mexico is quite peaceful at present. Busi- 
ness is going on smoothly and easily and there is no cause for

Born in Cadiz, O.. March 14, 18332, 
of an old and distinguished family, 
educated in the public schools and 
Guernsey College at Muskingum, Mr.

“MAY BE INSANE.” 


“I may be insane—I don’t know. 
I am not going to sham insanity to 
try and escape the penalty of this 
accident.

“I was secretary and treasurer for 
seventeen years in an insurance 
company and in that time adjusted 
187 claims. A half a dozen of these 
claims were of doubtful merit. I 
was convinced that the men had set 
fire to their places and I forced 
them to settle for 50 cents on the 
dollar. When I decided to come 
West a couple of these men said 
that they had signed papers settling 
for the full amount of their claims 
and had only received half. They 
concluded that I had pocketed the 
other half. As soon as my books 
were examined the indictments were 
quashed. 

“I was insanely jealous of my 
wife. I married her in good faith 
and later discovered that she cared 
for Others. On the Monday before 
the ‘accident’ {he refers to the mur- 
ders as an accident) I was called to 
the office of my cousin, Attorney 
Charlies Barrett, and there met 
George Forbes, a miner and a for- 
mer friend of my wife. I was shown 
thirty-one letters in my wife's hand- 
writing, all addressed to Forbes. 
These letters were signed ‘Your 
Loving Wife’ and breathed affection 
and told of meeting Forbes before 
and after my marriage. You can 
imagine my state of mind. 

“That day my wife and I were to 
have had a financial settlement but 
when I met her all I could do was 
to reproach her and we quarreled. 
On Tuesday of last week, the day 
befdre the tragedy, I notified my 
Wife that I was going to leave and 
started to pack up. She said she 
would kill me if I left before a set- 
tlement wes effected., I was not ex-~- 
actly afraid, but I did want to avoid 
a scene. I served her with papers, 
however, and that night we went to 
bed quarreling. 

“In the morning we renewed the 
quarrel. I would reproach her for 
her conduct and she would call me 
names. She even accysed me of 
poisoning her cat and dog. We 
parted and I went out to make a 
fire. Then followed the accident of 
which you now know as much as ) ag

exempt a labor union from its operations. 
The United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
sitting at St. Paul has given its decision 
in what are known as the Arkansas coal 
cases. These suits were brought in the 
lower courts by the Bache-Denman Coal 
Company and the Pennsylvania Mining 
Company against the United Mine Workers 
of America. The plaintiffs sued for the 
treble damages provided by the Sherman 
law, alleging the attempt by the union by 
means of threats, strikes, violence and riots 
to prevent the operation of open-shop mines 
in producing coal to be used in interstate 
commerce. 

The attorneys for the United Mine Work- 
ers contended that the union was not Hable 
for damages or prosecution because it was 
not incorporated; that the only relief for 
the plaintiffs was to sue individual mem- 
bers of the union who might be held re- 
sponsible for their personal acts. | 

The lower court held for the mine workers 
to the extent of rulirfg that the plaintiffs 
no cause for action under their state- 
of facts. It was understood that the 
case would be appealed, no matter which 
y it jumped. It was. 

The Court of Appeals in reviewing the 
case reversed the lower tribunal on essen- 
tia? points and incidentally made some his- 
tory which labor-leaders would do well to 
ponder. The judge declared emphatically 
that a labor union, though unincorporated, 
may be sued in its own name under the 
anti-trust law. It was ridiculous to assume 
that an organization claiming 400,000 mem- 
bers and having a high-priced collection of 
officials could not be found or held respon- 
sible merely because it had not chosen 
incorporate. + 

On another point the court expanded the 
decision in the case of the Danbury Hat- 
ters—which was referred to at some length. 
In that case damages were given because 
the sale and marketing of a product were 
disturbed, which brought it patently into 
the domain of interstate commerce. In 
these Arkansas coal cases the court goes 
back still further—to the very beginning 
of the processes of production.

Do you get that? 

An official omer for a boycott, the ¢all 
for a strike, or an order for picketing may 
result in a union’s being held responsible 
for threefold damages if an amount can be 
proven and determined in a court of record. 

There is no reason in the world why men 
and organizations should not be held re- 
sponsible for their acts, but in some cases 
it has taken a long time to get around 
to it. 

But it will be well for labor agitators to 
pause and consider before ordering their 


satellites to wreck industries belonging to 


others. 

The “gentlemen's agreement” with Japan 
seems not to prevent that power from fur 
nishing high-priced lawyers to enable a 
Riverside Jap to fight the California statute 
which prohibits Asiatics from acquiring 
and holding title to lands in this State; and 
Ambassador Sato—through an interview— 
sends to the people of the United States 
the assurance that Japan does not “for the 
present” propose to reopen the subject of 
requiring a change in the Federal law which 
keeps all but a small number of Mongo- 
Iians from immigrating into the United 
States. 

“For the present.” But what of the fu- 
ture? Can we trust the Democratic party 
with the duty of maintaining the law which 
excludes Asiatics from acquiring citizen- 
ship of the United States? 

It will not be forgotten by old-timers that 
the Democrats in control of our early Calli- 
fornia Legislatures treated the “yellow per- 
il” as a political hypochondriacism to be 
cured with bread pills composed of fraud 
and force. They proposed to establish a 
government queue-cutter, for they learned 
that Chinamen would return to thelr native 
land rather than lose their queues. They 
also proposed to establish an inspector of 
graveyards who would embargo the digging 
up of dead Celestials. They proposed to 
subsidize the barber shops and lock up the 
cemeteries. They proposed to levy an in- 
ternal revenue tax on long hair and an ex- 
port duty on bones. 

The treaty made with China by Caleb 
Cushing under a Democratic administration 
admitted Chinese to our shores on an equal- 
ity with the subjects of “the most favored 
nations,” and it was a Republican Senate 
which inserted in the Burlingame treaty, 
which succeeded the Cushing treaty, a 


clause which provided that “nothing in the 


treaty shall be so construed as to confer 
upon Asiatics the right to become natural- 
ized citizens of the United States.” The 
original manuscript of this clause of the 
Burlingame treaty is on file in the State 
Department at Washington, and it is in the 
handwriting of that orator of orators, that 
statesman of statesmen, that lion of the 
tribe of Judah—the immortal Charles Sum- 
ner—whose words will live as long as the 
English language is spoken.

and wise to exclude Asiatics from acquir- 
ing American citizenship is strong evidence 
of the wisdom and justice of that attitude 
which has ever since been steadfastly main- 
tained by the Republican party of which 
he was a great leader. 

Years afterwards, when the Fifteenth 
Amendment to the Federal Constitution was 
under consideration, it read, as reported 
from the Committee on Reconstruction, that 
no citizen should be excluded from the 
right of suffrage on account of race, color, 
“nativity” or previous condition of servitude. 
Through the efforts of California and Ne- 
vada Republicans the word “nativity” was 
stricken out, and, as a consequence, State 
Legislatures were not prohibited by the 
United States Constitution from excluding 
from the ballot box persons born within the 
degrees of latitude and longitude that in- 
cludes China and Japan. It was but a step 
further for California to exclude from land 
ownership within her, borders resident 
aliens who could not become voters.

It is not because we fear that he 
may seek and obtain the form of our citi- 
zenship, but because we know that he can 
never possess the spirit of our citizenship 
that we Insist that he shall never become a

Countryside to be Organised 
for the Fight. 


San Gabriel Canyon the Chief 
' Point of Contact. 


Storm Dykes and Channels to 
be Constructed, 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

MONROVIA, Oct. 24.—Organizing 
the cougtryside into a force to fight 
the flopd waters of the San Gabriel. 
and enlisting the aid of three rail- 
| Ponda and two big corporations in 
the gigantic task, the directors of the 
Duarte-Mutual Water Company have 
commenced a campaign that is de- 
signed to keep the turbulent stream 


in its place during the comi win- 
ter season. 

At a meeting of the stockhbiders. 
the water company directors were 


given carte blanche as to what 
size assessment to vote on the stock 
of the company. It is probable that 
the amount will vary from $1000 to 
$1300. This sum will be added to 
the $2260 set aside by the county 
last autumn for flood contro] work in 
this district, and the Santa Fe, 
Southern Pacific and Pacific Electric, 
together with the Pacific Light and 
Power Company, will probably make 
up the remainder. Alj these corpora- 
tions have promised to contribute 
substantial sums to the work, the 
success of which will vitally affect 
the whole valley. 

As now planned, the protection 
work will be done near the mouth of 
San Gabriel Canyon, and will be the 
nature of storm walls and dykes to 
keep the river from cutting into 
old channels and across valuable 
citrus fruit orchards. The Duarte- 
Mutual Water Company plans to 
protect the intakes of its big trrigat- 
ing system as well, 

KR. Beardsiee, Andrew Ryder, 
B. F. Stevens, Earl T. Richardson 
and Joseph Fowler are the direc 
of the water company who wil? di- 
rect the fight against the foods dur- 
ing the coming winter, and with ev- 
ery stockholder strongly in favor of 
the work will no doubt be able to 
erect permanent and effective pro- 
. ts believed that the total 
of $4500, half of which ts furnished 
by the county and half by ranchers 
and railroads. will be sufficient to do 
the greater part of the work.
